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The interest and principal of said bonds shall be pro-
vided for in a like manner as for Bother bonds of said city,
and the faith and credit of said city shall be pledged for
the prompt payment of such interest and principal.

SEO. 6. -This act shall take effect and be in force from
and alter its passage. And all parts and portions of the
said act, inconsistent with these amendments, are hereby
repealed.
